1. (Cun^ntly amended) A laptop computer carrying case of a generally parallelepiped 
form, comprising: 

a front panel, a rear panel spaced apart and opposed from said front panel; 

a pair of side panels opposed to g^ph rtfh^r anri attached to said front and iear panels 
along corresponding side edges of said front and rear panels; 

a base panel attached to said front, rear and side panels along a base edge defined 
respectively on each of said front rear and side panels; 

at least one strap havino fir.t ^nH .».onH .pr-^-T fnrr; attached at a proximal end to 
each of said side panels, each of said straps having a latching structure disposed at a distal end 
thereof for releasably securing said distal ends to each other, and a length adjustable section 
pemnlttrng said strap to be adjusted from at least a first length to a second length , wherein at 
least a portion of one of ?aid first ^nci second f.r^. nf .^ ^^ ^ir.n .vf.n^. ,^.....,ny

2- (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 . further comprising a 
cover flap attached to said canying case that extends across an opening in said carrying case 
defined by said front, rear and side panels, said cover flap having an overlap with said front 
panel when secured in a latched position. 

3. (Original) The laptop computer canying case according to claim 2, further comprising a 
latch point positioner, said latch point positioner selectively controlling a slack in said cover flap. 

4. (Original) The laptop computer canying case according to claim 3. wherein said slack at 
least partially encloses an auxiliary carofing case volume exclusive of a main volume defined by 
said front, rear, base and side panels.

6. {Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 . wherein at least a 
first portion of said strap is comprised of a resilient pad material. 

7. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to dalm 6. wherein said resilient 
pad material is disposed within a protective outer fabric layer. 

8. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 6 wherein said firet 
portion of said strap has a length extending a predetermined distance beyond an edge of said 
side wail defining an opening in said case, whereby said strap provides a protective covering for 
at least a portion of an oversized laptop computer disposed in said carrying case. 

9. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 6 wherein at least a 
second portion of said strap is formed from an elastic material, 

1 0. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 . wherein said first 
length Is approximately 50% of the distance between said side panels. 

11. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 10, wherein said 
second length Is between about 60% and 90% of the distance between said side panels, 

12. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 1 wherein at least a 
portion of said strap is fonned from an elastic material. 
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13. (Original) The laptop computer canvlng case according to claim 1 wherein said latching 
Structure is a t>uckle. 

14. (Original) The laptop computer canving case according to claim 1 wherein at least a 
portion of said strap is formed from an elastic material. 

15. (Currently amended) A laptop computer carrying case of a generally parallelepiped 
form, comprising: 

a front panel, a rear panel spaced apart and opposed from said front panel; 

a pair of side panels opposed to each other =.nd attached to said front and rear panels 
along con-esponding side edges of said front and rear panels; 

a base panel attached to said front, rear and side panels along a base edge defined 
respectively on each of said front rear and side panels; 

a cover flap attached to said carrying case that extends across an opening defined by 
said front, rear and side panels, said cover flap having an overlap with said front panel when 
secured in a latched position 

a latch point posiConer, said latch point positioner selectively eemraling controllino a 
slack in said cover flap, said slack at least partially enclosing an auxiliary carrying case volume 
exclusive of a main volume defined by said front, rear, base and side panels; and 

at least one strap extending from said side panel and substantially covering a gap area 
between said side panel and said cover flap. 

16. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 15. wherein at least 
one of said straps is attached at a proximal end to each of said side panels, each of said straps 
having a latching structure disposed at a distal end thereof for releasably securing said distal 
ends to each other. 

17. (Original) The laptop computer canrying case according to claim 15. wherein said strap 
includes a length adjustable section pemiitting saM strap to be adjusted from at least a mt 
length to a second length. 

18. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 17. wherein said first 
length is approximately 50% of the distance between said side panels. 
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1 9. (Original) The laptop computer canyfng case according to claim 1 8, wherein said 
second length is between about 60% and 90% of the distance between said side panels. 

20. {Cun-ently amended) Th e laptop compirtor oonying caoo according to claim 15. A laotop 
computer canylng case of a generally paraiiefepiped form, comprising; 

a front panel, a rear panel spaced apart and opposed from said front panel: 

a pair of side panels attached to said fro nt and rear pgnels along conespondino side 
edges of said front and rear panels: 

a base panel attached to said front, rear a nd side panels alono a base edoe defined 
respecti vely on each of said front rear and side panels: 

a cover flap attached to said carrvlno case that extends across an opening defined by 
aald front, rear and side panels, said cover flap havin g an overlap with said front panel whan 
secured jp a latched pn^itinn 

a latptl point positioner, said latch point positioner selectiveh/ controllino a stack in said 
OOVgr flap, said slacl< at feast partially enclosing an auxiliary carrvlno case volume exclusive of a 
main volume defined by said front, re ar, base and side panels- and 

at least one strap extending from said side o anel and substantially covering a oao area 
between faid side pa nel and said covarflap; 

wherein said strap has a width at least approximately the same as a distance between 
said front panel and said rear panel. 

21 . (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 5, wherein at least a 
first portion of said strap is comprised of a resilient pad material. 

22. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 21 wherein said 
resilient pad material is disposed within a protective outer fabric layer. 

23. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 21 wherein said firet 
portion of said strap has a length sufficient to extend a predetermined distance beyond an edge 
of said side wall defining an opening in said case, whereby a protective covering is provided for 
at least a portion of an oversized laptop computer disposed in said carrying case. 

24. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 1 5 wherein at least a 
portion of said strap Is comprised of an elastic material and a portion of said strap is comprised 
of a resilient pad material. 
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25 (Original) The laptop computer canying case according to claim 24 wherein said 
.Bsitent pad material covers at least a gap area between said side panel and said cover flap 
that 19 created by said slack. 

26. (CuTOntly amended) A laptop computer canying case of a generally parallelepiped 
form, comprising: 

a front panel, a rear panel spaced apart and opposed f^om said front panel; 
a pair of side panels attached to said front and rear panels along coo^pondlng side 
edges of said front and rear panels; 

a base panel attached to said front, rear and side panels along a base edge defined 
respectively on each of said front rear and side panels; 

a cover flap attached to said carrying case that extends across an opening defined by 
sard front, rear and side panels, said cover flap having an overlap with said front panel when 
secured in a latched position 

a latch point positioner, said latch point positioner selectively SGntFoBng controlling a 
slack In said cover flap, said slack at least partially enclosing an auxiliary carrying case volume 
exclusive of a main volume defined by said front, rear, base and side panels; 

at least one strap extending from each of said side panels and substantially covering a 
gap area between said side panel and said cover flap, each of said straps attached at a 
proximal end to each of said side panels, and having a latching structure disposed at a distal 
end thereof for releasably securing said distal ends to each other, and v^herein said straps 
include a length adjustable section permitting said strap to be adjusted from at least a first 
length to a second length. 

27. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to daim 26 wherein at least a 
portion of said strap is comprised of an elastic material and a portion of said strap is comprised 
of a resilient pad material. 

28. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 27 wherein said 
resilient pad material covers at least a gap area between said side panel and said cover flap 
that is created by sard slack. 

29. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 28 wherein said 
rssrlient pad material is disposed within a protective outer fabric layer. 
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30. (Cancelled) 

31. (Original) The laptop computer carrying case according to claim 26 wherein said ffrst 
length is approximately 50% of the distance between said side panels. 

32. (Original) The laptop computer canning case according to claim 31 . wherein said 
second length rs between about 60% and 90% of the distance between said side panels. 
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
